_The great orator hasa taste for pomp and 
show, which is, when gratitied, out of tune 
with the © ger yg he has hitherto repre- 
sented. e rides in carriages appointed with 
luxurious elegance and drawn by blooded 
herses.

Apply stage door,Drury Lane, 
on Wednesday next, the lth inst., at 1 
o’clock. Any one whois not young and 
not pretty will be stopped by ollicers for that 
purpose.’’ The wide publicity given to this 
announcement seems to have been regarded 
somewhat in the light of an invitation to 
idlers tocome down and see this novel exhibi- 
tion of youth and beauty. In fact, even before 
the time appointed, a large crowd assembled 
under the coionnade and in the street at the 
side of the theater,and the thoroughfare 
from Drury Jane to Bow street and Covent 
Garden was almost completely blockaded. A 
suspicion seemed pretty generally prevalent 
farst that the whole affair was a hoax, and 
that the advertisement has been the work of 
some person acting without authority. It 
was soon discovered, however, that this was 
not so. The stage door was flung wide open, 
and inside stood the ofticials—the judges of 
beauty and age—ready for the discharge of 
their somewhat invidious duties.

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BANK DEFALCATIONS. 


Some Notable Inside Robberies in New 
| York City. 
From a Letter to Cincinnatl eae ™ Be 

Looking at tne bank record of this city 10 18 
saepeieien to observe the immunity with 
which our banks have been plundered by 
their confidential servants. I have referred to 
Paying Teller McGutcheon, of the Oceam 
Bapk, who escaped all penalty. The Grocers? 
Bank was robbed of an equal amount by its 


' paying teller, Gooree Clarke, who spent the 
i 


money in stylish extravagance. His case was 
a flagrant one, and yet no punishment could 
be inflicted. The Tradesmen’s Bank was 
robbed by one ofits clerks of $40,000. In this 
case an arrest was made, but nothing further 
was done. The criminal was shattered by 
dissipation and died inthe hospital. The 

Fourth National also occupies a place in the 
list, the loss being about $30,000. 

The paying telling of the American Exchange 
Bank was noted for bis rapidity and accuracy 
in counting money. He was in fact a prodigy 
in this specialty, but he wound up his career 
by robbing the bank of $90,000. The City 
Bank is one of the best managed of these in- 
stitutions, its president beimg Moses Taylor, 
whose fame as a financier is widely extended. 
Yetin this admirable concern the heaviest 
defaleation ever known in this city took place. 
The culprit’s name was Leverich. He came 
ofa high family, and showed his dignity by 
the extent of his peculation, which was more 
than $400,000. It was admitted that nothing 
could be done, and there the matter ended. 
Paying Teller Ellis, of the Park Bank, robbed 
the !atter of $600,000 with equal impunity. 

The only instance of a bank clerk’s punish- 
ment on record in this city for peculation is 
found im the case ofthe Fulton Bank. The 
note clerk, who was son of the cashier, spent 
$60,000 of the bank funds. I can not give the 
details of the procedure here, but there was 
a peculiar feature in the crime which author- 
ized anindictment. The thief actually got 
four yearsin the State prison. This was at 
the rate of $15,000 a year, and for such pay 
many would be willing to take a similarterm. 
(ne of the mostcurious bank defa'cations of 
the day occurred at the Gallatin National 

sank. A leading employe had for a long 
time used bank funds for the purchase of 
‘business paper.’”? He was an expert judge 
of credit, and found the traftic very profita- 
ble. One day, however, dis account was found 
short. He atonece admitted the fact, and 
turned cut a quantity of ‘‘vilt-edged” to bal- 
ance the discrepancy. 

There can be littie wonder at such robbery 
among the clerks when oflicers sre so fre- 
quently dishonest. ‘The book-keepers and 
tellers are well satisfied that their employers 
steal at every opportunity, and hence it may 
be asked, Why should they not do the same?’ 
The Artisans’ Bank was robbed by its diree- 
tors and so Wasthe Ocean Bank. The latter 
bad suffered severely from the depredations 
of its paying teller, and was afterward crack- 
ed by burglars. It might have survived, but 
the directors concluded to finish the work, 
and this they did inavery effectual manner. 
Their method was to discount loans on fie- 
titious securities, such as paper railroad 
bonds, and the result was that in the hands 
of areceivér the stock was only worth 10 
percent. Such was the history of a bank 
whose capital was entirely paid in, the 
amount being a half million. ‘The Grocers’ 
bank was robbed in the same manner, 
and the shareholders found them- 
selves the victims of sharp practice on the 
part of those to whom they had committed 
their interests. 

Having reSerred to the onlv case of punish- 
ment among defaulting clerks, I may add to 
it the sole instance of penalty initlicted ona 
dishonest cashier. This was found in the 
Atlantic Bank. The entire capital of this 
institution, $300,000, was swamped by its 
cashier, Taintor, who was deeply engaged in 
stock speculation. He dabbled in Pacitie 
Maii til] all was gone, and then the doors were 
closed. The outraged stockholders succeeded 
in placing the thief under a four vears’ sen- 
tenceinthe penitentiarv. As an additional! 
illustration of the loose: method of banking 
in this city, i, may be added that ten savings 
banks have ‘*Tailed’’ within a few years. The 
term “failed”? is here used conventionally. 
The correct statement is that thev were 
robbed by their officers, and three millions of 
the earnings of the poor have in this manner 
been wasted. For this atrocious series of 
crimes no penalty has been inflicted, nor in- 
deed has any arrest been made.

The horse has the smal'est stomach in pro- 
portion to his size of any animal. Fifteen or six- 
icen quarts is its ucmost capacity. This 
space is completely filled by four quarts of 
oats and the salivathat foes into the stom- 
ach With them. Herses are generally over- 
f-<_and not fed often enough. Fora horse 
with moderate work six or eight quarts of 
bruised oats and ten pounds o* fine hay a 
day is sufficient. This should be fedin at 
least three mea)s, and is better if fed in four. 
A hoise’s digestion is very rapid, and 


therefore he gets hungry sooner thin 
a man. When he is hungry he is 
ineffective and ‘wears out very rapidly, 


Water filis the stomach. lowers the tempera- 
ture and dilutes the gastric juice. therefore 
a horse should not drink immediatelv before 
eatir'g. Neither should he be watered im- 
mediately after eating, because he will drink

Lake Ontatio Gettinz Shallow.

The harbor of Toronto is threatened bv a 
marked fall in the level of Lake Ontario. Ob- 
servations taken during along period indi- 
cate that the waters of that inland sea are 
gradually subsiding, and this in spite of the

It has long been uw pious custom of our 
people with the closing of the year to 
look upon the blessings brought to them in 
changipg tne course of seasons andto return 
thanksto theall-giving sources trom whom 
they flow, and although atthis period, wnen 


the falling leat admonishes ns that 
the time ot our sacred duty is 
at hand, our nation still lies in 


the shadow ofa great bereavement, and the 
mourning -which has filled our hearts still finds 
usin asorrowfulexpression toward the God 


before whom we but lately bowed in 
griefj and supplication, yet the count- 
less benefits which have been showered 


upon us during the pasttwelve months, Cal! 
for our fervent gratitude and make it fitting 
that we should rejoice with thankfulness that 


the Lord in his _ infinite mercy 
has most signally favored our coun- 
try and our people. Peace without and 


prosperity Within have been vouchsafed to us. 
No pestilence has visited our shores. The 
abundant privileges of freedom which our 
fathers lettusintheir wisdom are sti!l our 
increasing heritage, and if in parts 
of our vast domain some afiliction has visited 
our brethren in their forest homes, yet. even 
this calamity has been tempered and in a man- 


ner sanctified by the generous 
compassion for the sufferers which 
has been called forth throughout 


our land. For all these things it is meet that 
the voice of the nation should go up to God 1n 
devout homage. Wherefore I, Chester A. 
Arthur, President of the United States,

Leprosy in Baltimore. 

Special Dispatch to Ciacinnati Gazette. 
A report comes from physicians in Balto- 
more that a case of genuine leprosy has been 
brought to attentionthere, ‘The patientisa 
lady,the mother of several children, and her 
case has excited considerable attention among 
the physicians of that city. She was bornin 
saltimore,where she lived until her sixteenth 
year, When] sbe removed to the Eastern 
Shore. Dr. J. kK. Atkinson, who has attend- 
ed the patient and on one occasion exhibited 
her to tne members of the Clinical Society of 
Baltimore at its rooms, speaking of the case 
in the medical record of the society of March 
IZ, I1SS1, states that about eighteen months 
previous (In 1879) symptoms of this horrible 
disease became manifest. Yellow spots ap- 
peared on the limbs, and gradually spread to 
the trunk, chest, back, neck, face, and finally 
to the arms. Dr. Atkinson immediately 
brought the case tothe notice of the Clinical 
Society, and on two differens occasions read 
papers before medica: bodieson the subject. 
The§ only reason assigned for the aililiction 
of this lady is that she resided near another 
leper. and itis supposed by this means con- 
tracted the malady. Itis generally believed 
that leprosy is contagious, a belief which in 
this instance seems to be aitested, as the 
woman bas never in her life crossed the borders 
of the State of Maryland, thus makiog it im- 
possible for her to contract the disease by 
breathing air which was previously contami- 
nated ly the presence of lepers. The patient 
has now about the face aleonine appearance, 
or a resemblance to the lion caused by giob- 
ules growing over it. 

Taere is no cure known tothe physicians 
for leprosy, tbe afilicted one being siowly 
consumed, the arms, iegs, toes, etc., becoming 
disjointed and falling off. Itis also believed 
that itis hereditary, and extends for genera- 
tions in families. In the medical history of 
Baltimore since its foundation this is but the 
fourth case of the kind known.

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WOMEN IN GERMANY. 


How the Fair Sex is Burdened and 
Abused in a Civiiized Land. 
From a Traveler's Letter. 

We took anearly drive through Munich, 
before the city had awakened. Early as was 
the hour, the sun only just touching the tips 
of the majestic Bavaria, women were astir 
everywhere. They were collecting the offal 
and refuse,from houses and stores; sweeping 
yesterday’s dirt fromthe streets into piles, 
which other women shoveled into hand-caris. 
cleaning the tracks of the tram-cars from ob- 
structions; harnessed into bakers’ and milk- 
carts, abd distmbuting their supplies to their 
customers; scrubbing the floors of shops; 
movirgin all directions to prepare for the 
business of the day, that the men might not 
only find their breakfast ready on rising, but 
the streets and shops in tidiness and order. 
Wandering among the architectural wonders 
of Vienna, where everything old and ugly is 
being Ci:placed by modern and beauti‘ul 
structures, we halted beside a magzaificent 
building in process of construction, to study 
its design. klmmediately We came upon 
women mixing mortar, and far above us, ata 
dizzy higbt, saw other women climbing lad- 
ders, bearing ontheir heads and shoulders 
hods of brick, stone and mortar for the use of 
masons. 

Wespent a day in the picture gallery at 
Dresden. I stepped out on the street and 
found myself launched in a stream of women 
all bending under the loads of the baskets 
strapped to their backs each of which is made 
to carry sixty pounds. Some were young, 
but many were past middle age, and some 
were white-baired and tottering under their 
load, their sad eyes looking into mine wearily 
and hopelesly. In some of the towns of 
Wurtemberg there are brigades of women 
water-carriers attached to the fire depart- 
ments. Thev buy their own equip- 
ment of fire costume and tin 
water-pail, and at stated times are drawn up 
in tine before the District Inspector to go 
through a drill and sham fire to test their ef- 
ficiency. In short, there is no sort of menial 
work thatis not done by German women as 
weil. I have seen them sawing and splitting 
wood onthe streets, and then carrying it on 
their backs up several stories into houses. I 
have seen them molding brick; unloading 
freight cars at depots; building the road-beds 
of railroads; getting stone out of quarries; 
yoked with dogs, cows and oxen pulling heavy 
louds along the bighways; making and mend- 
ing the roads; repairing the embankment of 
canals; dredging rivers and small! streams for 
the sake of fertilizing mud; doing any drudg- 
ery tbat men are glad to berid of. 

‘The German Universities to which we send 
our sons, each of which nunibers its students 
by thousands and its eminent professors by 
hundreds, are not for German women. Huard- 
lv is a “*higher education for women’’ thought 
ofin Germany. The Germam woman Is com- 
pletely subordinate to the German man, who 
treats her as his intellectual inferior, and ev- 
idently so regards her. He is willing she 
should share the beer garden with him, and 
the theater, but not the university nor the 
fiela of literature. 

Everywhere in Continental Europe there is 
a contempt for and an oppression of women. 
Everywhere there is lald on her the menial 
menial drudgery that must be done, but what 
men will not assist in doing, nor for the per- 
formance of which wili they provide mechan- 
ical appliances as American men do. Every- 
where she is robbed of a proper compensa- 
tion for her labor. But Germany, the land 
of literature, science, scholarship, music, 
art, culture—to whose universities we send 
our sons for thorough mental equipment— 
the land that boasts of its advanced civiliza- 
tion—this Germany leads in mean treatment 
of women, and has a pre-eminence in that 
kind of civilization which leaves nothing un- 
done to exalt men, but is contentto regard 
and treat woman as a serf. 

The country is inthe perfection of its mid- 
summer beauty as we journeyed through it. 
But I could not enjoy its beauty, for here, as 
in Virginia vears and years ago, Women were 
forced into employment unsuited tothem, 
degraded to extreme menial service, and 
robbed of all that makes life worth living to 
a woman. 

EKight-tenths of all the agricultural laborers 
were women. They were hoeing the im- 
mense sugar-beet fields, or, on their hands 
and knees, were weeding where a hoe could 
not be safely used. Staggering under heavy 
loads of manure, which they brought from a 
distant lace of deposit, they dis- 
tributed it as it was needed. They 
were 1nowing, raking, pitching the hay on 
carts, or loading it as it was pitched. They 
were reaping and stacking the grain in the 
fields, or bearing it home on their heads and 
shoulders, which had been so loaded that we 
scrutinized long and closely before we dis- 
covered the motive power of the peripatetic 
grain stacks marching away. in fields where 
the first crop had been removed women were 
driving the ox or cow to plow—for we saw no 
plowing with a yoke of oxen—or the ox or 
cow was dispensed witb, and one women 
drew the plow while another held it. 

If there was extra hurd work to be done, 
loaded carts to be hauled away or heavy 
wheelbarrow loads removed the work was as- 
signed to women, who bent themselves to 
the task with patient and persistent energy, 
while men looked on, smoking their eternal 
pipes, without so much as lifting a tingerin 
help. Scantily dressed, generallv barehead- 
ed in the blazing sun, quite as often bare- 
footed and bareleyzged, they were bronzed in 
complexion, thin of flesh, bent and inelastic 
in figure, without joy intheir woik, or hope 
in their faces. 

For the work of aday twelve hours long, 
when these women board themselves, they 
are paid an average of 25 cents. When they 
are boarded by their employers their wages 
average 10 and 12 cents a day. Men doing 
the same work, working side by side with 
the women, receive twice as much. Ward ag 
is this farm work, women prefer it to house- 
service, When they have the strength for it, 
asa great majority of the house servants 
work for board and clothing, and very mea- 
gre board and clothing at that. 

When we wentto the German cities we saw 
what was more repellant! Women, bare- 
footed or wearing modern clogs, were at 
work everywhere in tho streets, with brooms 
of :ods ana stiff brushes, with hoes and sho- 
vels and hand-carts, directing the floods of 
gutter, clearing them of debris, shoveling it 
into carts, and repairing Whatever damave 
the heavy rain had wrought. 


More Mormons. 
From a New York Dispatch. 

There were 367 Mormon recruits and twenty 
returning Mormon missionaries on the Wis- 
consin whenshe reached her wharf to-day. 
They came from the following countries: 
England, Scotland and Wales, 332: Switzer- 
land and Germany, twelve; Scandinavian 
domains,thirtv-two. Of grownpeople there 
were about 147, aboutequal in number as to 
sexes, and 147 children under the age of twelve 
vears. E'der L. R. Martineau, who has 
been the Liverpool agent of the Mormon 
Emigration Society for the past two 
and a half, was in charge of the 
v. The missionaries are natives of 
England, Scotland, France, Wales, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden. All ofthe emi- 
grants weresentfor and their passage paid 
by friends who have preceded them to the 
Mormon country. They start West in a special 
train on the Pennsylvania Koad, by way of 
Fort Wayne, to-morrow afternoon, and will 
gettie in various parts of the ‘Territory. 
‘‘Brother Hammer is with us,by good luck, 
and one of our most zealous elders is left be- 
bind,” said Elder Martinau to a reporter. 
‘It is the custom of the authorities in some 
countries where we labor to arrest us for 
making proselytes—that is, converting peo- 
ple toour faith. On the d that we left 
Elder Eudwig Subrke was taken in custody 


and the oflicers were hunting 
for Brother Hammer but he 
evaded pursuit. Kader suhrke 


was arrested in Hamburg. For two vears he 
bas been preaching our gospel in Hamburg 
and Kiel, and during that time he has spent 
114 days in prison upon the proselyting 
charge. The terms of incarceration have 
been from afew daystotwo weeks. They 
sentenced him for seven days at Kiel one 
time, apd beonuse he sang hymns while in 
prison gave him another week.
